These proposals have been devoid 
of any results; ‘and ths question 
of fortifications was hardly touch-

Neither 
the Hoover Plan of June 22nd, 
1932, nor’ Mr. MacDonald's draft 
convention made any mention of 
this subject. Germany, however, 
fs bound to watch all developments 
in this domain with ‘particular in- 
torest, because {t is one in connec- 
tion with which the disarmament 
clauses of the Versailles treaty 
have been especially: drastic—so 
drastic, indeed, that her ‘natfonal 
security ‘has: been most seriously, 
jeopardised thereby. . 

The Versailles treaty compelled 
Germany to destroy all fortifica- 
tions—whatever.their nature might 
be—in the -demilitarised zon and 
to’ dismantle “avery fortress. 
throughout the country with the 
exception of Konigsberg and a few 
constal fortifications. Practically, | 
the realisation: of these. demands 
hog. made Germany an’ absolutely 
undefended country. The fow for- 
tifications which she Js still: per- 
mitted to have merely serve to 
underline . her —_defenceleasnesa. 
From oa strategical point of view, 
her frontiers are -as unfavourable 
as they can be. Except for the 
Alps in tha south and the sca in 
the north, there {is not a single 
natural feature that affords any 
protection. At the same time when 
tha victor Powers forced Germany 
to destroy almost every shred of 
her system of defences, France 
decided to rebuild and to modernise 
her fortifications along her eastern 
frontier. This gigantic: scheme 
hay now been practically campleted, 
the expenditure irivolved . amoun- 
ting to 6,000 or 7,000 million 
francs. It should be borne in 
mind, in this connection, that her 
natural defences are far bettor 
than those of any other Continen- 
tal-country.-~Apart—£rom -~hor_¢ex-- 
tensive seacoast, she is protected 
by the mountain ranges of the 
Pyrenees, the Alps and the Jura, 
and—as far as the German ascction 
of her frontier is concerned—by 
the towfold barrier of the Upper 
Rhine and tho: Vosges Mountains. 
Thus, there only remains o section 
some 140 miles long which—being 
devold of naturally defensive fea- 
tures—b2came. the object on which 
France concentrated her.efforts in 
the.domain of fortifications. But 
even the section. of the Upper 
Rhine haa been greatly strengthen- 
ed by mans of a double line of

“If the drivers of goods vehicles 
are to bo subject to a test it would 
logically follow that the samo re- 
quirement should be placed on the 
drivers of all-motor vehicles.

would, however, be a mistake 
to. belleve that tho nature - of 
theae enormous fortifications” is 
purely defensive, o8 France never 
falls to asscrt. ‘To a country main- 
taining the largest army in the 
world and an abundance of offensive 
wenpons of every kind the posscs- 
sion of u fortified system in the 
immediate vicinity of the German 
frontior means something else ba- 
sides: It means that it can be used 
for aggression and as a screen be- 
hind which the concentration of the 
forces may take placo in safety. 
France’s eastern fortifications are 
a jumping bonrd and not a fence, o 
key to the house of her neighbour 
and not bolt to sccure her own door, 
Even Frerich deputies pointed out 
in connection with the armament 
discussions in the Chamber that 
such fortifications do not sorve tho 
cause of peace, but that they ara 
rather an obstacle to it and the 
predecessors of a terrible hecatomb, 

Our account would be incomplete 
if we wero to make no mention of 
tho immense development of tho 
marching routes and strategical 
ralNways, tho motorisation, of large 
sections, of the French army, the 
increase in its heavy artillery, the 
strengthening of the ‘frontier re- 
giments, and the numerdua acro- 
dromes within the area covered by 
the system of fortifications. Even 
if we concede that it is open to 
doubt whether the lattor is mainly 


“intended” for attack-or for defence, 


we know—and experts have told us 
so—that ‘it. provides. France with 
absolute security.’ We also know 
that France and all the other Powers 
regard fortifications on Jand merely 
as a means of defence and that 
they, therefore, decline to Pio 4 
any limitations or restrictions In 
connection with them. The onor- 
mous disparity, between Germany 
on the one hand and her western 
and enstern neighbours on the 
other in the domain of fortifications 
on Iand and along the coast is such 
that Germany must demand equaii- 
ty of status in this respect too, fnil- 
ing which she will never be ablo to 
organisa her own security ‘on 
adequate lincs.

JAPAN'S TARIFE. 
“POLICY 


The Tokyo Government’s in- 
tention to impose high dis- 
criminatory tariffs against coun- 
tries having no trado relations 
with Japan, or against those 
bringing undue pressure on 
Japanese merchandise, is in- 
teresting -at a moment when 
there is so much controversy 
over the flooding of the world’s 
markets with Japanese products, 
The move cannot be directed 
against Britain, inasmuch as the 
tariff position between the two 
countries is controlled by Treaty 
arrangement. Were the Anglo- 
Japanese Trade Argeement to ba 
denounced, the situation, of 
course, -would-undergo-a-change; 
and Japan would be perfectly 
free to impose discriminatory 
tariffs against British goods. 
There ‘is; however, no indication 
at the moment that Britain de- 
sires abrogation of the existing 
treaties. The British Govern- 
ment’s attitude is-that, in the 
matter of competition with Lan- 
cashire,’ efforts to reach some 
working arrangement should 
first. be made by the industri- 
alists of the two nations, At 
the same time, it has been made 
perfectly plain that, if circum. 
stances warrant it, Britain will 
not hesitate +o abrogate the 
trade agreement. So much is 
apparent from the recent state- 
ment by, Mr. Runciman, when he 
stated that if it becomes neces- 
sary to denounce the treaty, the 
whole subject will be considered 
“from. a different point of 
view, .and with quite a 
different intent.” It is interest- 
ing, in passing,: to note that 
the Japanese Government is 
prepared to accept the Indian 
Government's counter-proposals 
made at the Simla conference in 
regard to Japanese cotton im- 
ports into India, although the 
Japanese manufacturers - and 
traders do not feel inclined to 
agree thereto. - The presumption 
is, however, that the -Govern- 


}ment’s viewpoint will prevail. 


If'so, there can surely be some 
hope .of Britain and Japan 
S ; ea boar peer Be 
fapan’s general policy is sa 
bo reciprocity, combined. with 
intensification of control of ex- 
ports. On. this. basis; there 
should be’ no- insurmountable 
obstacle in the way of nn Anglo- 
Japanese understanding aimed at 
romoving the existing causes 
of friction. But one vital 
matter ‘that must’ be: dis- 
posed of—and this fs a question 
for Governments, not industri. 
alists—is the pernicious and al- 
together reprehensible practice 
of the imitation of British trade 
marks. by Japanese -manufac-
